The only thing in Hie way of a sash, 
door and blind trust is that Hiere are 
still “too many interests to he recon- 
clli“U.“ In a year or so. when cut¬ 
throat competition will have reduced 
the number of cmiipetitors in Hiis line, 
a pool will b<> more likely to succeeil. 
That the mauufncturers are disap¬ 
pointed at the failure of tlic pool Is not 
to be wondered at These Ane fellows 
talk aliout competition being the life of 
trade during election times, but the 
rest of. the .vear they are striving to 
And ways to avoid competition. Our 
advice ■ to the workers In Oshkosh 
would lie to study into such matters 
and to s<*e that combination is also the 
only thing left for them. It Is even 
more important for them to st-'nd to¬ 
gether thn it Is for their employers.

slates. F'or ihe goveiiiuioul of the 
Stale of Illinois lo pi-oveut by foroe. 
oillzoiis of any Ollier state fiailii eoiu- 
ili;; into Illinois to work iti Ih(< uilnos 
of othenvise. is to set ashhv this pro¬ 
vision of tho foiistitutloii. and to put 
tho pivoniiiii'lil of Illinois in a I'evoln-, 
; lionary alliindo towanis llio oilier 
j stiites of till* rnioii. and toward Hie 
' iMsleral goveniineiit itself. 

But tills is e.xaetly wlial lias lieeti 
, ilone li.v tJoverilor 'I'atiner. A laidy of 
anned nioii. striking inlners. attempted. 

I liy foree, lo prevent eolored eitlzeiis of 
\ otlier stales fixmi taking ilie jolis of 
■ llie strikers. .\ Idoody Iiatlle eiisneil. 
in whielt a eolisiderable nimilier of men 
were killed ami wounded. Tlien tlie 
' governor of Illinois deelared tlial lio 
I would prevent all persons from otlier 
stales from eondng into Illinois to 
work in tin- mitios in wliieh tlie strik¬ 
ing miners formerly worked, ami 
sent the militia to eiiforee liis deelara- 
lion. 

'J'liis is. of eonrse. a clear vitdalion of 
the riglits of tile I'ltl'/.ens of oilier 
slptes tlian IlliiioiK under Hie Colisli- 
tnlion. I>y tlie eonstitnteil aiitlmrllles 
of Illinois, and iduet's Illinois in tlie 
IbisIHon of using its military force to 
violate the Constitution of Hie United 
States and the rights of other stales 
Hiereiimler. 

It is, Hierefoi;e. 'already tlie dni.v of 
the FtHleral government, niider Hie 
Constitution, to interfere lo protect 
the rights of citizens of oilier states, 
who desire to eoine into Illinois lo 
work, or for any other lawful design, 
and if necessary for tliat purpose, to 
send the uillltary force of the United 
Stales to arrest and imprison the re- 
fraelory state olllclals, and to dlsper.se 
tile militia. 

But. of eonrse. Hie Federal auHiorl- 
Hes will nut do this; at least not until 
tifter Hie coming eloetion. F'or, to tlo 
so. would alienate Hie votes of the 
miners from Hie enmlidates of tlie Re- 
puldiean purl.v. to wliieli all Hie otli- 
cials, liolh of the state and Fedei'.il 
goveriuneut, belong. 

Therefore, tlie fiuidamental law of 
Hie land, wliich guarantees eipial 
rights lo ail citizens to keep starving 
miners starving, lias Iteeiu for the 
present, overtlirown by Hie state an- 
thorilies of Illinois, with Hie tacit ap- 
liroval of Hie Federal government. 

Is this Hie proper way to treat that 
great work of the fathers of the Ro- 
pnlilie. Hie eo'nstitntinn of the United 
Slates, wlilcli enaliles the courts to de¬ 
clare invalid and void every sintute of 
the Federal and state leglslalnres eii- 
neted to jiroteet the poor against Hie 
exaetions of gret'dy employers?. 

True it is. that tlie eonsHtntlon was 
framed by men who had no possible 
eoneepHoii of what would happen a 
iiiimlreil years after they completed 
their work, and who could not, there¬ 
fore. foresei> and provitlt* any proper 
regulations for Ihe conditions which 
exist to-day. 

But is tills any reason why these 
dead men slioitld not. by means of tlie 
const it iiHon which lliey made, con- 
liniie to rule the living, or wh.v the 
laws wliich Hiey enneted a century 
ago, for eomlitinns entirely dilTereiil 
from iliose wlileh now exist, should 
not bt‘ (‘qiiully well adapted to present 
tHnidlllons? Alas, where Is our ven¬ 
eration for tliese dead fathers! 

How absurd is it to think that more 
paper laws can withst^and the resist- 
anee of the force of circumstances. 
•‘Inch laws become mere waste paper, 
when. iK'coinlng instniments of op¬ 
pression. the people demand that they 
slinll he disreganled. In sueji case it 
is not nei-essary to go through the fdriii 
of repealing such laws. They are 


simply brushed oside. This is the les¬ 
son of history. 

The workers of the country have 
their destiny In their oiVu hands. If 
they stand together in a solid body and 
deimiiul Hiei. Hie full product of their 
toil lie secured lo Hii>m, no power can 
willistatul lliem. But to permanently 
aceomplisb this, in the most effective 
way, they must take jibssessioii of the 
government, and Hiiis otitaiu Hie politi¬ 
cal power. This they can do liy means 
of the hiillot. 

And if it simnld lie said tliat their 
liallots will not he counted, we slunild 
lioliit to tlie determined men who, in 
tills and otlier countries, Inive muln- 
taimsl Hii>ir riglits with Hie strong 
arm.

HERRON ON THE SOCIAL PROBLEM. 


Before an aiidiein-e tliai tilled all 
availalile space in Willard Hall. Chi¬ 
cago. hist Monda.v iiooii. Prof. Geoi’ge 
D. ifi'rroii of Iowa college. Grlimell. 
delivered an address uimui Soeial proli- 
leiiis. He spared no flame iu s<-oreh- 
iiig railway mid otlier eoriMiratioiis 
wliose eii|>italizati(Hi. he declared, eon- 
slsted largidy of "watered" stock, and 
lie ventured lo remark tliat llie iinijor- 
tly of T’idted States senators reeeiitly 
elected liad been aiipolntees. loldiyl.sls 
and agents of such conioraiions. 

DEFINES THE SOCIAL PROBLE.M. 

Following is ids speiM-li, lu inlrt: 

"Broadl.v siieakiiig. tin* Social proli- 
lem is a jirohlem of liow to so organize 
llie world that nil men may bo equnlly 
secure lu tin: material means and 
social resotirces needftil for a complete 
life. The hope of the Social reformer 
Is to oiM'ii wide the gates of oiqMir- 
tiinlt.v. so that every creatui’e. from the 
least to the greatest, may make his life 
a moral adventure and a Joy and ex¬ 
haust his possihilities in the thing he 
ran best do. All that is good in the 
eivilization must be for the equal use 
of all. In order that each m.'ih. may 
make his life roost worth while to the 
oomniou life and to himself; aud Ihere 
must lx* equal freedom for each to 
choose the work that will iM’st fiilflll 
his serving eapaeity and Individuality. 

’’.VIong with the I'ulininntion of the 
SiM’ial system. Indeed at the very heart 
of It, Is 'culmluatlng a new kind of coii- 
scienca. Tlie responsibility of tbe Jn- 
dividiiiri for tbe whole human life, the 
responsibility of tbe whole for each In¬ 


dividual, is its distinct mark and equal¬ 
ity. The individual feels himself en¬ 
slaved and oppressed In the enslave¬ 
ment and oppression of his brethren; 
he fi*els himself guilty of his brother's 
hliMid in every eiistoiii or necessity that 
makes for poverty, ignorance and de¬ 
fenseless toil. 

"For instance. 1 eaniioc come from 
Iowa college lo this city to siM-iik to 
yon Ilf Chicago against Ihe existing or¬ 
der of things without riding uikiii a 
railway systom. the ea|)italization of 
wliieli Is largely watered stock. Now. 
wiileriHl slock is a method of - higli 
treason liy wlileh corporations forcibly 
tax tile nation for iirlvate prollt, and 
li.v wliieli they annually extorl millions 
from .\me, lean tollers and iirodiieers. 
Il is ns esseiiiially a system of vio- 
leiiee. spoil and roliliery as would lie 
the overriiimliig of tlie inilioii by T:ir- 
liir hordes, laying Iniiids on wlnite^-ev 
lliey i-liose to take for tlieir own. .VI- 
ihoiigli II large inirt of .Vmerlean linliis- 
iry is organized liy tills sysinn of 
watered stocks, and we eoiiseiil lo il 
lamely and ignoraiilly. it is yet tlie 
worst lilstorii* form of linlireei iisiii'iia- 
lioii and tyraiiliy, and it renders our 
inilioinil weallli in large iiart purely 
lirliiioiis. .Vgaiii. lids railway sys¬ 
tem praetieally administers the gov- 
ernnieiit of Hie fiiitiHl .'liale.s in all 
tilings tInit eoiieerii llie sysleni. and 
tile governineiils of llie several stales 
of llie riiion. Tile majorily ot llie 
I’niled Stales senators |■eeetllly eleeled 
Inive lieen ils mere a|ipoliitees and loh- 
I'.i'isis and ageitis uf oilier enrporale 
liri:perlie.v. It look a sininieless inoli 
of lailway alloriieys to eleei a I'nileil 
Stales s.'inilor lo represent Hie |l•‘ople 
of :!ie sinie of wliieli I :ini a ellizeii.

'If I try to pay my 
miners just wages.’ said a mining op¬ 
erator-to me. at the innehision of the 
last coni strike. ‘I will ruin them, for 
the combination will crush me. causing 
my.coutracis to !m» forfeited aud pre¬ 
venting m.v coal from Isdug shippeil: I 
will 1 m‘ linnkrupted. and the men who 
have been with me for fifliim years 
will lie blaekllsteil. wageless and home¬ 
less."

The Boclul Democratic Party of 
America declares that life, liberty and 
happiness fur every man, woman and 
child are euuditiuued uiion equal po¬ 
litical and economic rights. 

That private ownership of the means 
of iiroductioB and distributian of 
wealth has caused society to split Into 
two distinct classes with cuntlictlng 
■teterests, the small possessing class of 
capitalists or exploiters uf the labor 
force of others and the ever-increasing 
large dispossessed class of wage-work¬ 
ers, who are deiirlved of the sociaily- 
due share of their product.

Toi-(l;f.v there are millions of iiwple 
in this country who are without work 
and other millions who are workliiR 
fnim ten to fourteen hours a day for a 
hare subsisteuce. 

Professor llertzkn of the University 
of Vienna estimates that the working: 
population of Austria over 10 and 
under 50 years of age could, under a 
condition of Socialism, produce the 
necessurit^s and comforts of the king¬ 
dom at the rate of one hour and twen¬ 
ty uiiniites work i>er day. Our ma¬ 
chinery is idle seven mouths in the 
year, and oue-tldnl of our working 
IMipnIatiou Is looking for work. Fifty 
years ago these things were unheard 
of. Then tools were simple and every 
man could own the means of produc- 
tlon[ Now the primitive implements 
of industry have l>oen superseded hy 
evstly and iKtuderous machines which 
only eorporatioiis or a combination of 
coi'tiorations can alTord to purchase. 

The Social Democratic I’arty pro- 
Itoses that tills machinery which Is do- 
Itig ;the work of the country shall l)e- 
eoiiut' the property of the people. 

The machinery that was designed to 
bless the world l.s, under its pre.sent 
muUagement, the curse of the c'ouutry. 

The iiiaclilne displaces labor, the 
madhiue starves labor. Tliese condi¬ 
tions are due to the fact that we have 
not changed our systems of produc¬ 
tion and distribution. Think of it, there 
are 2il.iJ(Kl.tKK» of people on the verge 
of starvat ion in this country. This 
.statement will he (.•ontradlcted. hut it 
is a haggnnl fact. Miners in Ohio and 
IVuiis'^lvtinia have been working for 
42 fctils a day. There was not a 
tramp In lids connir.v thirty-five years 
agoj To-day tho.se who work the long- 
«‘sr sitid tile hardest get the least and 
those who work tlie least get tlie most. 

A little while ago light men sat at 
tahh> In Oeorg-- Vamlerhllt's t.'arolina 
residence reiire.senting $.",TO.lKm,(NK). 
.vet not one of tliein ever produced a 
dollar or its iMiuivalcnt. 

Fifty .vears ago a workingman conld 
support his family decently ami edu¬ 
cate his children. A little later the 
wife was comiielled to go to work, and 
now the children are forced to con- 
trihiite to tlie support of the family. 
Diming a visit to Sheboygan 1 learniHl 
thal a lane factory in that city was 
employing little children S aud 1) years 
of age for !l cents a tveek. To my 
miuil this is harliarutis In a free coun¬ 
try. 

While in tile McHenry (‘onni.'y jail 
one]of m.v fellow prisoners told me he 
had! been sent up for twelve months 
for i<tealing a clonk, wlilcli lie gave 
to Ills wife, wlio was perishing with 
the'Winter's cold. 

It is onl.v tile po'or that are punished 
for wrongs wlilch their rich brethren 
escapi-. The great criminals go scot- 
free. hut the i>oor and unfortunate, 
those ■who constitute the submerged 
tenth, they are entitled to no considera¬ 
tion w.'.en tliey are out of work. 

What avails it if a man he a political 
freeman and an Industrial serf, en¬ 
slaved hy his material wants and hy 
his economic neces-ilics? He is com¬ 
pelled to work for .lie wages oBTered 
liini h.v his master. He has the alter- 
nallve of starving or accepting the 
wages olTered hitii. 

lie hits the choice lietwecti slaver.v 
atid starvation, and there are ntatiy 
who prefer slavery to starvation be¬ 
cause they Inive families depending 
niton them for support. The ohllga- 
tion to take care of their loved ones 
becomes the occasion for their slavery 
and degradalioii. 

I am not a pessimist. I believe there 
is a future for this country, hut 1 have 
often marveled at the groat patience 
of the American people and have won¬ 
dered that this country has not been 
thrown into revolution long ago. The 
new movement may he retarded, hut 
it is sure to win success. This imlus- 
irlal (piestion Is up and will he settled

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Ringing Words for American Citizens from an Ad 
dress by Eugene V. Debs, of the Social 
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The man who has money Is the mas¬ 
ter of the world, and in his presence 
tlie people debase themselves. The 
concentration of money in a few bus 
developed the money power in this 
country, and this money power now 
dominates every department of our 
government. Even our supreme court 
has been tainted and polluted hy its 
liifiueiice. 

It Is the power of money that rules 
the country. They who have It are 
the rulers of the country. 

The wealth- of the country is con¬ 
centrated In the bauds of the few, aud 
the few dictate the destinies of the 
republic. 

In order to bring about these 
ehunges an organization known ns the 
Social Democratic Party of America 
has been launched.. Through this or- 
gauizatiou we propose to appeal to the 
Intelllgonee and to the patriotism of 
the common piKiple. It is nu organiza¬ 
tion desIgiKMl to resefte this repuhllc 
from the chosen few who have de¬ 
spoiled it and restore it to the common 
people. This orgnniztitiou proposes to 
supplant the present eommercial eotu- 
IH'lltlve system. 

.V little while ago a prominent paper 
In discussing this matter said that the 
competitive s.vstein was tlie onl.v ra¬ 
tional system, and a little further 
along it lidded the supreme court had 
allaeked tills system li.v rendering a 
deeisioii against the |i(Miliiig liill allow¬ 
ing railroads to pool their liileresis and 
lix rate.s. Tliis paper eliarged that 
supreme court laid aimed at tlie must 
ftiiidniiieiilal and vital necessities of 
trade. It declared that the railroads 
eotiUl not e.xist under the present sys¬ 
tem of eut-throat eoiiipetlliun. ,'Of 
fsuirse not. 

Nellh(-r <-aii the workliigiiii'ii exist 
under <-ut-throat eoiii|H-titloii. "By 
their fruits ye shall know them." We 
have before us tlie fruits of tlie coiii- 
pelllive system. Tliere are more lliaii 
.n.lHHI.Otiii of Aiiierleaii workers who 
are liKikiug for work and are uiinhle to 
uhlalii it. 

But ptsiple sii.v. "Walt until the tariff 
bill lias been passed.” (.tpplaiise and 
laiigliter.i That will solve all our evils 
and jirosperlty will return to the peo¬ 
ple. How foolish and ahsnrdl Others 
sa.v you must solve the cnrretie.v ques¬ 
tion. The.v insist there is no real dltfi- 
culty ill I ills country and'there ought 
to lie ‘lo ngltutiun. As,for Socialism, 
tlie.v say it is well enough for Ger¬ 
many and Ital.v. lliose kiug-enrsed 
eouatries, Imt that it has no place in 
the land of the free and the home of 
the liruve, where the poor man liasTLe 
same chance as any other man and 
wliere tlie poor man's boy may become 
the president of the United States. 
But let me tell .von that there are 
"i.dOO.tMlO people hi tills country who 
would lie willing to swap their chances 
for the presidency for a good square 
iiieiil. 

I know tliere are those who say tills 
Is a good system, it may Is- a good 
system for its benellclaiies. but It is 
not a goiKl sy.stem for tlie people at 
large. Nor Is It in any proper sense 
a good s.isteiii for Its heneficinries, for 
If a iii.Tii were perfectly civilized ho 
would scorn to lie the downfall of his 
lirother am’, his brother's fnuiil.v. 

1 adiiiirr, I respect, I love a superior 
man, wlic uses his superiority for tlie 
uplifting of his less fortunate fellow 
men—tapplanse)—but I despise a man 
who makes it the means of his oxvn 
selfish uggraudizenicnt. A great many 
people siiy that men are clnssltled and 
graded hy nature, and that tliey are 
separated as widely as the poles. Men 
!ind women are separated because they 
do not liave (H]niil opportauities. If 
men and women enjoyed economic 
freedom, if they had equgl opportuni¬ 
ties. tills would be a different world— 
it would ho a veritable paradise. 

There Is many a poet In the coal 
miiios, and many an artist is doing 
hard Inlior because he lias not had a 
fair start in life. The dltferenee be¬ 
tween men is not a natural one. It Is 
due to the fact that a few people have 
monopolized the earth and the fullness 
thereof. It is due to the fact that peo¬ 
ple have been denied their best rights 
and the opportunity to develop their 
higher faculties. 

I lelleve there is good In every hu¬ 
man heart. I believe th£t people are 
naturally good, but they can he per¬ 
verted under the present industrial 
system. Greed is the dominating mo¬ 
tive. Every man for himself and 
every man against every other man 
not working in bis interests. 

You have go't to knock down your 
fellow man under our system In self- 
defense. It Is a fight for self-preser¬ 
vation. and in the fight the honest, 
conscientious and scrupulous man goes 
down. There Is no longer anything 
like conscience In our commercial s.vs- 
tera.

I know if from observation aud experi¬ 
ence.

It Is a 
system, however, which has filled the 
world with Unspeakable woe, and it Is 
needless to say that it Is under this sys¬ 
tem we now liv.e. Tliere is another sys¬ 
tem under which there is no favored 
class, no special privileges, where the 
earth and the fullness thereof becomes 
the heritage of the common people.

It is a fact tiint it has 
always heeii uiqHipular to attack tlie 
existing order of things, imt thank God 
lu every age there liave lieeii ineu wlio 
had tlie courage of Ihelr coiivicllous. 
men who have been true to themselves, 
men who stood erect and braved all the 
storms of persecution, and were It mn 
for those men we -would never have 
emergeil from savagery and barbarism. 
(Applause.) 

'fills world has always crucified Its 
saviors and crowned Its sataus. (Cries 
of “That's right.”) It has always been 
so lu the past and may always be so in 
the future. 

There are a great many men who can¬ 
not possibly conceive of a man engag¬ 
ing in a work unless he has some per¬ 
sonal, selfish motive to gratify. They 
cannot rise aliove themselves. They 
estimate others by their own standard, 
and he who attacks the system under 
which we live and the beneficiaries of 
crimes perpetrated upon others be¬ 
comes Ill their eyes perfectly infamous.

1\^e are now living under the com- 
pi-Utlve system, a system that puts a 
prenilnin not upon men who are good 
and virtuous, but upon men who are 
cunning, shrewd and unscrupulous, 
men who use their brain power for the 
oppression and plunder of their fellow 
beings. 

Under the competitive system the 
best men go into biinkrnptcy, the men 
who are. pcnipulotis and honest and 
couMeleiitions In modern coniiuercial- 
Isin fail, and they arc falling, m.v 
friendi, at the rate of alioiit forty-five 
a day. 

In proportion as iiiillioiiaires and 
mendicants Increase and multiply sui¬ 
cides aud murders increase, and they 
have Increased tlireefold since the year 
ISIK). Only the other day Barney Bar- 
uato. one of the richest men in the 
world, a product of the eompetltlvc 
commercial system, committed sui¬ 
cide. 

At one end of this system Is producetl 
Insanity and suicide; at the other 
starvation and crime. (Cries of 
“That's right.”) At one end tnultimll- 
Uonalrcs. at the other mendicants and 
lumpers. Both, as I have said, arc the 
ubnomial product of an abnormal civ¬ 
ilization. 

I make no attack upon the rich man. 
I do not deal with individuRls. I real¬ 
ize that to a very,large extent he Ls 
the product of his surroundings. Some 
men naturally luKjome rich. The 
capacity for acquiring money Is Inher¬ 
ent In them; others mitumlly remain 
l«)or. 

(D this man strife for the accumula- 
tIuD of money it sonictlmes seems to 
me the heart has been eaten out of our 
dvillzatloD. Men have no other object 
in life except material success. 

Fail In business and your life Is a 
failure. That la the way the world 
looks at IL The chief aim Is to become 
wealthy, and in these days we are not 
very particular as to the means we em¬ 
ploy In accnmnlating our wealth. 
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desirojed Icy freiglit di.seriiiiinatioii. 

"W.ieii 1 sent :i truinload of oil lo 
market I found ilial the railroad 
charged me lliree icr four times the rate 
cliargc'cl tile Siaiiclard Oil people and 
gave the exees> jcaicl hy me to them. I 
imiclc‘ the appalling discovery that in

"it clicl not imike a dollar, of course: 
but till* directors were Stanclarcl Oil 
stockholders, and the.v were willing to 
liankrnpt iln- road to put money in the 
treasury cef tlie Standarcl. That is -why 
so many of tlie roads running throngli 
the oil eoniitr.v are hopelessly iion- 
divideiid payers. 

"I liave foiiglit the trust icpeiily ami 
stulchornly. I have bc-en Imfccrc- the In¬ 
terstate Coinmeree Conimissiuner.s 
aud several legislative inquiries, but 
nothing has come of It. I hope for re¬ 
sults from the present Investigatiuii, 
but It is along new lines." 

“Did the Stnnd.ard people ever otfeer 
to buy you out?”

-Mr. Gwirge Rice of .Marietta, Ohio, 
was one of tlie witnesses in the recent 
iiivestigntiou of the St.Tiidard oil trust. 
He roiiiplniii.s heeniise he was “ruined 
h.v Rockefeller." That Is. being one of 
the losers in a sy.slem where some, 
usually the most deserving, must lose, 
he feels that he Is the victim of in- 
jiislice and Is angry at the winner, who 
iistinlly has no scriiides as to the 
methods of his success Mr. Rice lias 
yet to leant tiiat his ruin and (he ruin 
Of men like him. Is inevitable. What 
he has to say of the Standard people, 
however, is interesting aud ouglit to 
open the o.vcs of every man who. in 
those jubilee days, thinks he Is living 
in a country where there is opportunity 
fur each of us to do business on bis 
own initiative. Mr. Rice says: 

“I have been an oil producer for 
thirty years and a refiner for twenty 
years, but I shut down my refinery two 
years ago liecause It was utterly Im¬ 
possible to do business without loss. 
The works and all the employes have 
been Idle ever since and all my Income 
has gone to wreck and ruin. 

"Most of the railroad companies are 
acting in collusion with the Standard 
Oil Company, This Is proved by 
Poor’s Railway Directory, that shows 
Standard Oil managers to be directors 
in one-fifth the total mileage of this 
country. The trunk lines without ex¬ 
ception are under the domination of 
the gigantic trust. No-w, I was
